Cuba Progressing. 
Cuba is making slow progress toward 
self-government. 
The first time 
the 
United States intervened in the behalf 
of order it had to remain in control of 
affairs more than three years. 
Then 
a Cuban congress and a Cuban presi­ 
dent 
assumed 
power. 
Everything 
went smoothly until the election of a 
new president, when the opponents of 
the administration were kept from the 
polls in so many districts that an in­ 
surrection soon started. 
The United 
States had to intervene 
the 
second 
time, in September, 1906. It has been 
busy since then straightening out the 
tangle into which President Palma in­ 
volved the island. 
President Roose­ 
velt announced to congress the other 
day that our work would be completed 
on February I, 1909. 
This will be in 
less than two years and a half from 
the appointment of the American pro­ 
visional governor. 
As the election of 
a new president and congress is to be 
under the supervision of the American 
emeers in Cuba, it is likely that there 
will be fair play. 
The next test of 
( uban ability will come in four years 
more, when the Cubans try again to 
choose a new president. 
If it should 
happen that the United States has to 
be called 
iu a 
third time there are 
many persons who believe 
that 
it 
should not retire so quickly, but should 
remain long enough 
to 
assure 
the 
country against insurrection every four 
years. 


The most northerly 
point of land 
known is Cape Morris Jesup on 
an 
island north of Greenland. 
It was 
discovered by Commander Peary 
in 
1900, and named after the president 
of the Peary Arctic 
club, Morris K 
Jesup, who has lately died. Mr. Jesup

Among all the 
European 
capitals 
Vienna has long enjoyed an unenvia­ 
ble preeminence for 
its 
number of 
suicides. 
Unfortunately, the figures for last 
year tend to enhance this reputation. 
The official records show that 356 men 
and 108 women committed suicide, as 
compared with 315 men and 110 wom­ 
en in 1906, a total increas of 39. 
Be­ 
sides this, there were no fewer than 
739 attem pts at suicide, 441 by men 
and 298 by women. 
The 
preponderance of 
men 
over 
women appears somewhat striking— 
three to one—but taking the cases of 
actual suicides and attem pts together, 
this proportion is reduced to less than 
two to one. Illness and mental disor­ 
ders were responsible for more than 
a fourth of the total suicides; unhappy 
love affairs accounted for 25, poverty 
for 32 and dissatisfaction with their 
surroundings for 35. 
The highest number of suicides took 
place in April, 61, and the lowest in 
May and September, with 31 each.

The United 
States had to intervene the second 
time, in September, 1906. It has been 
busy since then straightening out the 
tangle into which President Palma In- 
volved the island. 
President Roose- 


velt announced to congress the other 
day that our work would be completed 
on February 1, 1909. This will be iu 
less than two years and a half from 
the appointment of the American pro- 
visional governor. As the election of 
a new president and congress is to be 
under the supervision ot the American 
officers in Cuba, It Is likely that there 
will be fair play. The next test of 
Cuban ability will come in four years 
more, when the Cubans try again to 
choose a new president. If it should 
happen that ths United States has to 
be called in a third time there are 
many persons who believe that 
it 


should not retire so quickly, but should 
remain long enough to assure 
the 


country against Insurrection every four 
years. 


. The most northerly point of land 
known is Cape Morris Jesup on an 
Island north of Greenland. 
It was 


discovered by Commander Peary in 
1900. and named after the president 
of the Prary Arctic club, Morris K 
Jesup, who has lately died. Mr. Jesup 
was one of the most liberal patrons ol 
science, art 
and exploration of hi- 


time. He not only gave generously tii 
the cause of urctic exploration, but 
provided the money for many scien 
tiflc expeditions organized to study 
antiquities Jn various parts of 
the 


world. He will be known for theso 
things to a limited number for a few 
years, but every schoolboy will pro 
nounce his name for no one knows 
how long when asked to name the 
most northern cape in the world. Only 
the latest geographies show It on their 
maps now, but they will all have it in 
a few years.

Most Suicides In Vienna. 


Among all the 
European capitals 


Vienna has long enjoyed an unenvia- 
ble preeminence for its number of 
suicides. 


Unfortunately, the figures for last 


year tend to enhance this reputation. 
The official records show that 356 men 
and 108 women committed suicide, as 
compared with S15 men and 110 wom- 
en in 1906, a total increaa of 39. Be- 
sides this, there were no fewer than 
739 attempts at suicide, 441 by men 
and 298 by women. 


The , preponderance of 
men 
over 


women appears somewhat striking— 
three to one—but taking the cases of 
actual suicides and attempts together, 
this proportion Is reduced to less than 
two to one. Illness and mental disor- 
ders were responsible for more than 
a fourth of the total suicides; unhappy 
love affairs accounted for 25, poverty 
for 32 and dissatisfaction with their 
surroundings for 35. 


The highest number of suicides took 


place In April, 61, and the lowest In 
Mfly and September, with 31 each.

Cuba Progressing. 


Cuba is making slow progress towan' 


self-government. The first time the 
United States Intervened In the behalf 
of order it had to remain in control of 
affairs more than three years. Then 
a Cuban congress and a Cuban presi- 
dent assumed 
power. 
Everything 


went smoothly until the election of a 
new president, when the opponents of 
the administration were kept from the 
polls in so many districts that an in- 
surrection soon started. The United 
States had to intervene the second 
time, in September, 1906. It has been 
busy since then straightening out the 
tangle into which President Palma In 
volved the island. President Roose- 
velt announced to congress the other 
day that our work would be completed 
on February 1, 1909. This will be in 
less than two years and a half from 
the appointment of the American pro- 
visional governor. As the election of 
a new president and congress is to be 
under the supervision of the American 
officers in Cuba, It Is likely that there 
will be fair play. The next test of 
Cuban ability will come in four years 
more, when the Cubans try again to 
choose a new president. If it should 
happen that the United States has to 
be called in a third time there ar« 
many persons who believe that 
it 


should not retire so quickly, but should 
remain long enough to assure the 
country against insurrection every four 
years. 


. The most northerly point of land 
known is Cape Morris Jesup on an 
Island north of Greenland. It was 
discovered by Commander Peary in 
1900. and named after the president 
of the Peary Arctic club, Morris K 
Jesup, who has lately died. Mr. Jesup

Molt Suicides In Vienna. 


Among all the 
European capitals 


Vienna has long enjoyed an unenvia- 
ble preeminence for Its number of 
suicides. 


Unfortunately, the figures for last 


year tend to enhance this reputation. 
The official records show that 356 men 
and 108 women committed suicide, as 
compared with 315 men and 110 wom- 
en in 1906, a total increas of 39. Be- 
sides this, there were no fewer than 
739 attempt! at suicide, 441 by men 
and 298 by women. 


The , preponderance of 
men 
over 


women appears somewhat striking— 
three to one—but taking the cases of 
actual suicides and attempts together, 
this proportion Is reduced to less than 
two to one. Illness and mental disor- 
ders were responsible for more than 
a fourth of the total suicides; unhappy 
love affairs accounted for 25, poverty 
for 32 and dissatisfaction with their 
surroundings for 35. 


The highest number of suicides took 


place In April, 61, and the lowest In 


y and September, with 31 each.
